C a n t o n, O., Oct. 8 .— George D. Sax- 
ton, a brother of Mrs. W illiam McKin­ 
ley, has been shot dead in front of the 
residence of Mrs. Eva B. Althouse, 
widow of the late George Althouse, 319 
Lincoln avenue, where he is presumed 
to have gone to make a call. Five shots 
were fired, three of which entered his 
body, and Mrs. Anna C. George has 
been placed under arrest on suspicion of 
the murder. 
Saxton was unconscious when neigh­ 
bors arrived to investigate the cause of 
the shooting, and was dead when the 
physician and officers arrived, the for* 
mer having expressed the opinion that 
death was instantaneous, three bullets 
having entered the vital spots. His po­ 
sition indicated that he had been on the 
step to the Althouse residence when the 
shots were tired. 
The body was taken to an undertak­ 
ing room and placed in charge of the 
coroner. Immediately after the autopsy 
it will be taken to the home of M. O. 
Barber, a brother-in-law, where Saxton, 
>who was unmarried, made his home. 
Mr. Saxton left the Barber home, rid 
ing his bicycle, and this was the last 
seen of him by his friends. The Alt­ 
house home was dark and looked and 
the neighbors said Mrs. Althouse had 
not been at home for the past three 
days.

Mrs. George is the divorced wife of 
Sample C. George, who formerly was a 
tenant of Saxton in his downtown busi­ 
ness block, conducting a dressmaking 
^business. Her divorce was obtained in 
Dakota and a proceeding later filed in 
local courts by tile husband against 
Saxton charged that Saxton had sent 
her there to secure the divorce, the pro­ 
ceeding here being a suit for damages 
for the alleged alienation of the wife’s 
affections. 
This ease has been through all the in­ 
termediate courts aud was passed upon 
by the state supreme court on an inter­ 
pleading aud finally remanded for hear­ 
ing on its merits here. 
Before this oc­ 
curred, aud on Wednesday, a settlement 
was effected, Saxton paying George 
11,825 ou the claim set up of $2,000 for 
damages. Mrs. George has also had 
several cases against Saxton, claiming 
the detention of furniture, the defense 
of Saxton being that the articles were 
held for overdue rent in the rooms. 
Mrs. Althouse, in front of whose 
house the shooting occurred, several 
months ago began peace proceedings 
against Mrs. George, alleging that her 
life had been threatened. 
For some time past Mrs. George has 
been living at 1516 West

was street, about five blocks away from 
.where the tragedy occurred. Early in 
ffhe week she is said to have packed ap 
iher household 
effects and to have 
'shipped them to her m other’s home at 
'Hanoverton. 
Since her goods have 
been gone she has been living at the 
rooms of Mrs. Jake Oberlin in the same 
house. 
.nile the officers were talking to 
Mrs. Oberlin after the tragedy, Mrs. 
(George was seen coming across a lot 
nearby. 
As she started to go around 
the house to get in the back way she 
was put under arrest by the officers and 
brought to police headquarters. When 
she was brought into the station she 
seemed to be self-possessed. She was 
given a chair, and one of the officers 
took a small cape which she carried and 
placed it on-the table. 
Prosecuting Attorney Pomerent, who 
was present, asked her the question as 
to her whereabouts at the hour of the 
shooting. 
She answered in a perfectly calm and 
quiet tone: "Pardon me, sir, I will 
talk when the proper time comes.” She 
then refused to answer further ques­ 
tions. 
Mrs. George was taken into 
the 
women's department and an examina­ 
tion was made. Nothing was found on 
her. 
She was then locked up to await 
a hearing, 
it is common talk that Mrs. George 
made frequent threats to take Saxton’s 
life. Many of these threats are said to 
have been sent through the mails and 
the federal grand jury, sitting in Cleve­ 
land last fall, indicted her for alleged 
improper use of the mails. Mrs. George 
gave bond and the indictm ent, so far at 
is known here, is still alive.

This fact was developed at the Cabi­ 
net meeting, and it was also stated that 
from this time forward a more vigorous 
policy woald be pursued w ith respect to 
the evacuation of Cuba. The president 
has notified the United States evacua­ 
tion commission at Havana that th* 
Spaniards would be expected to have 
evacuated the island by Dec. I, with a 
strong intimation that in case of failure 
the United States would brook no fu r­ 
ther delay, but immediately thereafter 
take possession of the government. 
At the cabinet meeting two telegrams 
wer» read from General Gtis, at Manila, 
stating that the Spanish government 
had requested that General Jandenesbe 
permitted to return to Spain, where, it 
is understood, he will be called before a 
court of inquiry to answer certain 
charges affecting his management of 
affairs in connection with the surrender 
of Manila.

Her divorce was obtained in 
Dakota and a proceeding later filed in 
local courts by the husband against 
Saxton charged that Saxton had sent 
her there to secure the divorce, the pro­ 
ceeding here being a suit for damages 
for the alleged alienation of the w ife’s 
affections. 
This case has been through all the in­ 
termediate courts aud was passed upon 
bv rile state supreme court on an inter- 
pleading ami finally remanded for hear­ 
ing on its merits here. 
Before this oc­ 
curred, aud on Wednesday, a settlement 
was effected, Saxton paying George 
$1,825 on the claim set up of $2,000 for 
damages. Mrs. George has also had 
several cases against Saxton, claiming 
the detention of furniture, the defense 
of Saxton being that the articles were 
held for overdue rent in the rooms. 
Mrs. Althouse, in front of whose 
house the shooting occurred, several 
mouths ago began peace proceedings 
against Mrs. George, alleging that her 
life had been threatened.

As she started to go around 
the house to get in the back way she 
was put under arrest by the officers and 
brought to police headquarters. 
When 
she was brought into the station she 
seemed to be self-possessed. She was 
given a chair, and one of the officers 
took a small cape which she carried and 
placed it on .the table. 
Prosecuting Attorney Pomerent, who 
was present, asked her the question as 
to her whereabouts at the hour of the 
shooting. 
She answered in a perfectly calm and 
quiet tone: “Pardon me, sir, I will 
talk when the proper time comes.” She 
then refused to answer further ques­ 
tions. 
Mrs. George was taken into 
the 
women’s department and an examina­ 
tion was made. Nothing was found on 
her. 
She was then locked up to await 
a hearing. 
It is common talk that Mrs. George 
made frequent threats to take Saxton’s 
life. Many of these threats are said to 
have been sent through the mails and 
the federal grand jury, sitting in Cleve­ 
land last fall, indicted her for alleged 
improper use of the mails. Mrs. George 
gave bond and the indictment, so far as 
is known here, is still alive.

There is something of a panic in most 
of the small settlements near Walker, 
that being the center of the Leech 
Lake district, and the men in the lum­ 
ber camps in that vicinity have quit 
work and are either in or on their way 
to Walker. Tho teachers in the Indian 
schools and others about the agency 
have also thought it well to change 
their location for the.preseut. 
There have been some sensational 
stories from that region, bat they do not 
teem to be wall founded. 
General Bacon has returned from 
Bear island or the mainland near there, 
where Wednesday’s fight occurred, to 
Walker bringing with him all of the 
first detachment of troops, the dead 
and wounded having been sent in first 
and brought down to Fort Snelling. 
Governor Clough will send a battery 
of artillery of the national guard to 
Case lake to protect the residents of that 
locality. 
Official dispatches from Walker an­ 
nounce six soldiers killed 
and ll 
wounded in the battle with the Indians. 
Number of Indians killed impossible to 
estimate. 
They have now scattered in 
their canoes to the various islands in 
this section. 
W a s h in g t o n , Oct. 8.—Reports re­ 
ceived by the officials of the war and 
interior departments from the Indian 
outbreak are of a reassuring character 
and they now feel that the uprising 
may be regarded as over. 
General 
Bacon, who has charge of affairs in the 
de partment of which he is in command, 
will remain ab Walker for the present 
and this, it is hoped, will have a quiet­ 
ing effect on the citizens of the sur­ 
rounding country who,have felt that 
they were in danger from the redskins.

Have been in no danger 
of massacre aud need no reinforce­ 
ments. Colonel Harbach’8 coming was

The following reassuring dispatch has 
been received by Indian Commissioner 
Jones from Gus H. Beaulieu, a well­ 
known Chippewa Indian, 
who has 
transacted 
considerable business for 
that band in Washington: 
“Not more than 26 or 30 Indians en­ 
gaged in the outbreak. C hief s Gay wuche

Flatmouth has arrived at Leech Lake 
village with a large number of follow­ 
ers and is strongly opposing the out­ 
break.

ODDS FOR FUTURE MRN 


to 


When the Earth’s Popnlatlon Out* 
grows the Product of Its Oraln- 
flelds. Science W ill Have Devised 
Other Means of Providing Nourish­ 
ment—Nikola Tesla’s Plan of Fer­ 
tilising Exhausted Fields—Albumen 
Made Cheaply From Coal Tar. 


The announcement that in 33 years, 
exactly one generation hence, the hu­ 
man race on this globe w ill be brought 
face to face with starvation would not 
be credited if made by any less authori­ 
ty than Sir William Crookes of Lon­ 
don, a scientist of worldwide reputa­ 
tion. But that, in substance, is the as­ 
tonishing text which Professor Crookes 
chose for his opening address as presi­ 
dent of the British Association For the 
Advancement of Science recently. 
By the most careful calculation he 
estimates that in 1981 the population of 
the world w ill have so increased that 
the wheat supply will be insufficient to 
I'urnish human 
beings with 
bread. 
There is of course the possibility that 
unforeseen plagues and wars may so 
devastate the earth within the next few 
years as to put off the threatened famine 
: 'or some years. But even then it is like- 
y to occur within the lifetime of mil- 
ions of people now living. 
Leading men of science in America 
lave been deeply impressed by Professor 
Crookes' announcement. Dr. Rudolph 
A. Witthaus of New York, professor of 
chemistry in Cornell Medical college, 
says: 
I should accept Professor Crookes’ 
prediction of the exhaustion of the 
world’s wheat supply as reliable. He is 
not likely to make a precipitate state­ 
ment 
He has nndonbtedly arrived at 
ais conclusion after a most careful cal­ 
culation." Dr. Witthaus then points 
out that this may hasten the making of 
artificial foods by chemical means, 
along the line of Dr. Lilienfeld’s recent 
discoveries in the making of albumen. 
Nikola Tesla, the distinguished elec­ 
trician, tells of another way in which 
the food supply of the world may be 
artificially increased. It is by convert­ 
ing the nitrogen of the air into ferti­ 
lizer by electrical means and applying 
this substance to enrioh the wornout 
Wheatfields of the world. 
Niagara 
Falls, he suggests, presents the best op­ 
portunity for solving this great human 
problem, for here is where the wonder­ 
ful electrical process of making ferti­ 
lizer out of the air can be done the 
cheapest, owing to the almost unlimited 
power whioh nature has here supplied. 
Nitrate of soda can be produced by 
this means for $25 a ton. A ton of this 
substance is sufficient to feitilize from 
five to ten acres, according to the charac­ 
ter of the soil. 
This woald make the 
fields yield under proper cultivation and 
irrigation 80 bushels per acre, whioh 
is now the average yield of the best vir­ 
gin Wheatfields of the Red River valley 
in North Dakota and Minnesota. 
Niko- 
la Tesla states that the extracting of 
fertilizer from the inexhaustible souroe 
of the atmosphere is perfectly feasible. 
All that is necessary is the construction 
of a proper electrical plant to put into 
operation a process that has already 
been successfully done on a small soale 
in the laboratory. 
The actual manner of making nitrates 
would be the erection of a large electric 
plant, with a tall metallic chimney. 
This would not be for carrying off 
smoke, on account of water power sup­ 
plying the mechanical force, but in this 
great chimney nature's thunderstorms 
would be reproduced. At the foot of it 
would be a powerful electric ooil and 
over it a high alternating oscillator. 
From this would extend upward in the 
middle of the chimney a large oopper 
wire like a lightning rod. 
When the 
high alternating current is turned on, a 
most wonderful phenomenon would take 
place. 
The interior of the chimney 
would be like a mass of electric fire or 
glowing phosphorus. 
Out of this intense chemical action 
the nitrogen of the atmosphere would 
be condensed and form at the bottom of 
the chimney in the form of nitric acid, 
to be drawn off like molten metal from 
a retort This liquid oould easily be re­ 
duced into salts, the form most useful 
in applying for fertilizer. If all the sur­ 
plus water power of the world were em­ 
ployed in this way, it is estimated that 
sufficient fertilizer oould be made to 
forever keep the Wheatfields of the 
world productive and enable even the 
oldest and most densely populated coun­ 
tries to raise their own food supplies. 
Wheat takes up the largest proportion 
of nitrates from the soil, and conse­ 
quently makes the most nourishing ni­ 
trogenous grain food. 
It is a singular coincidence that al­ 
most at the same time that Professor 
Crookes arrived at the alarming calcu­ 
lation that the human race had almost 
reached the limit of population of the 
world, owing to failure of food supply, 
another great scientist should discover 
how to make food directly from mineral 
substances: Professor Lilienfeld of Vi­ 
enna announced to the professional 
World a few weeks ago that he oould 
make albumen in a laboratory. 
It has always been believed hitherto 


th a t albumen conia De proaucta omy in 
nature’s laboratory by the vegetable 
world. It then becomes the essential 
nourishing element of all human and 
animal foods. The purest form in which 
it appears is in the white of an egg. 
But Professor Lilienfeld went through 
the operation of producing albumen 
from coal tar before an assembly of 
physicians and scientists, and no one of 
the company had the le a st doubt that 
th e result was all that was claimed for 
it. The raw product was a dark brown 
powder, with a taste almost identical 
to egg albumen. 
The importance of this discovery is 
I most beyond estimate. Artificial albu­ 
men at a low cost will most surely rev­ 
olutionize the method of food produc­ 
tion for the entire world and render 
possible many things that are now im­ 
passible. An ounce of pure albumen has 
about 20 times the nourishing power of 
the same weight of meat. It will nearly 
equal a peck of potatoes and has, besides, 
the quality of not interfering with the 
digestive apparatus, even though eaten 
exclusively for months at a time. It is 
the active principle of all animal food 
and the developing energy of all em­ 
bryonic life. 
The method Professor Lilienfeld fol­ 
lowed to produce this artificial albumen 
bas not been made public, but it is un­ 
derstood that the chemical combination 
is phenol, amydo-acetic acid and phos- 
pho-chlorio oxide. He demonstrated its 
identity with natural albumen by sev­ 
eral of the well known reaction tests. 
Albumen agrees with the stomach be­ 
cause it contains so many of the ele­ 
ments that the secretions are not ex- 
bansted in converting it into tissue 
cells. It is this quality that makes it 
possible to eat albumen day after day 
tor months without causing distress to 
the stomach. 
By a laboratory process a quantity of 
albumen compressed into a cube slight­ 
ly Jess than an inch through would con­ 
tain four times as much nourishment as 
a juicy lamb chop. The same size cube 
of albumen would be equal to an egg in 
sustaining quality. 
It would contain 
six times as much as a loaf of baker’s 
white bread. 
Should artificial albumen prove all 
that is claimed for it there is no reason 
to believe that man would find it neces­ 
sary or desirable to live on it exclusive­ 
ly. 
In fact, his appetite would most 
likely object This is one of the in­ 
stances where science oannot overcome 
nature, bat artificial albumen, as an 
accompaniment of starchy and sugary 
foods, together with a little acid, would 
be a boon to mankind. And if necessity 
called for it albumen exclusively would 
sustain life for a long time—at least a 
year longer than any other exclusive 
food would. 
Scientists all over the 
world are taking a deep interest in Pro­ 
fessor Lilienfeld’s discovery. 
All feel 
that it is possible to make albumen from 
coal tar. 
And when the wonders of 
"synthetical” chemistry are considered 
there is no need of surprise. 
On the subject of chemical synthesis 
the entire chemical world is aroused, 
and scores of laboratories in Germany 
and elsewhere are actively experiment­ 
ing, for discoveries along these lines 
have enormous commercial possibilities 
in them. Substances that hitherto have 
been produced only by processes of na­ 
ture are now "built up” in the labo­ 
ratories with great exactness, meeting 
every test. 
What is more, they can be 
made in this way at far less cost than 
they can be taken from some plant, fre­ 
quently a rare one. The essential ele­ 
ment, the extract, instead of being dis­ 
tilled or yielded to some complicated 
method of treatment, is made up in the 
reverse way—working backward, as it 
were.—Chicago Tribune.

M ade C h e a p ly F r o m C o a l T ar. 


The announcement that in 33 years, 
exactly one generation hence, the hu­ 
man race on this globe will be brought 
face to face with starvation would not 
be credited if made by any less authori­ 
ty than Sir William Crookes of Lon­ 
don, a scientist of worldwide reputa­ 
tion. Bat that, in substance, is the as­ 
tonishing text which Professor Crookes 
chose for his opening address as presi­ 
dent of the British Association For the 
Advancement of Science recently. 
By the most careful calculation he 
estimates that in 1981 the population of 
the world will have so increased that 
the wheat supply will be insufficient to 
furnish human 
beings with 
bread. 
There is of course the possibility that 
unforeseen plagues and wars may so 
devastate the earth within the next few 
years as to put off the threatened famine 
for some years. But even then it is like­ 
ly to ocour within the lifetime of mil­ 
lions of people now living. 
Leading men of science in America 
have been deeply impressed by Professor 
Crookes’ announcement. Dr. Rudolph 
A. Witthaus of New York, professor of 
chemistry in Cornell Medical college, 
says: 
’I should accept Professor Crookes' 
prediction of the exhaustion of the 
world’s wheat supply as reliable. He is 
not likely to make a precipitate state­ 
ment He has undoubtedly arrived at 
his conclusion after a most careful cal­ 
culation. ” Dr. Witthaus then points 
out that this may hasten the making of 
artificial foods by chemical means, 
along the line of Dr. Lilienfeld’s recent 
discoveries in the making of albumen. 
Nikola Tesla, the distinguished elec­ 
trician, tells of another way in which 
the food supply of the world may be 
artificially increased. It is by convert­ 
ing the nitrogen of the air into ferti­ 
lizer by electrical means and applying 
this substance to enrioh the wornout 
Wheatfields of the world. 
Niagara 
Falls, he suggests, presents the best op­ 
portunity fen: solving this great human 
problem, for here is where the wonder 
fnl electrical process of making ferti­ 
lizer out of the air can be done the 
cheapest, owing to the almost unlimited 
power whioh nature has hare supplied. 
Nitrate of soda can be produced by 
this means for $25 a ton. A ton of this 
substance is sufficient to fertilize from 
five to ten acres, according to the charac­ 
ter of the soil. This woald make the 
fields yield under proper cultivation and 
irrigation 80 bushels per acre, whioh 
is now the average yield of the best vir­ 
gin Wheatfields of the Red River valley 
in North Dakota and Minnesota. 
Niko- 
la Tesla states that the extracting of 
fertilizer from the inexhaustible source 
of the atmosphere is perfectly feasible. 
All that is necessary is the construction 
of a proper electrical plant to put into 
operation a process that has already 
been successfully done on a small scale 
in the laboratory. 
The actual manner of making nitrates 
would be the erection of a large electric 
plant, with a tall metallic chimney. 
This would not be for carrying off 
smoke, on account of water power sup­ 
plying the mechanical force, but in this 
great chimney nature’s thunderstorms 
would be reproduced. At the foot of it 
would be a powerful electric ooil and 
over it a high alternating oscillator. 
From this would extend upward in the 
middle of the chimney a large copper 
wire like a lightning rod. 
When the 
high alternating current is turned on, a 
most wonderful phenomenon would take 
place. 
The interior of the chimney 
would be like a mass of electric fire or 
glowing phosphorus. 
Out of this intense chemical action 
the nitrogen of the atmosphere would 
be condensed and form at the bottom of 
the chimney in the form of nitric acid, 
to be drawn off like molten metal from 
a retort. This liquid could easily be re­ 
duced into salts, the form most useful 
in applying for fertilizer. If all the sur­ 
plus water power of the world were em­ 
ployed in this way, it is estimated that 
sufficient fertilizer oould be made to 
forever keep the Wheatfields of the 
world productive and enable even the 
oldest and most densely populated coun­ 
tries to raise their own food supplies. 
Wheat takes up the largest proportion 
of nitrates from the soil, and conse­ 
quently makes the most nourishing ni­ 
trogenous grain food. 
It is a singular coincidence that al­ 
most at the same time that Professor 
Orookes arrived at the alarming calcu­ 
lation that the human race had almost 
reached the limit of population of the 
world, owing to failure of food supply, 
another great scientist should discover 
how to make food directly from mineral 
substances: Professor Lilienfeld of Vi­ 
enna announced to the professional 
World a few weeks ago that he could 
make albumen in a laboratory. 
It has always been believed hitherto 


th a t album en com a ce proauc*u ouiy rn 
n a tu re ’s laboratory by the vegetable 
world. 
It then becomes th'* essential 
nourishing elem ent of all hum an and 
anim al foods. The purest form in w hich 
it appears is in the w h ite of an egg. 
B ut Professor LiJicufeld w ent through 
the operation of producing album en 
from coal ta r before an assembly of 
physicians and scientists, and no one of 
the com pany had tho least doubt th a t 
the resu lt w as all th at w as claim ed for 
it. The raw product w as a dark brown 
powder, w ith a taste alm ost identical 
to egg album en. 
The importance of this discovery is 
$ most beyond estimate. Artificial albu­ 
men at a low cost will most surely rev­ 
olutionize the method of food produc­ 
tion for the entire world and render 
possible many things that are now im­ 
passible. An ounce of pure albumen has 
about 20 times the nourishing power of 
the same weight of meat. It will nearly 
equal a peck of potatoes and has, besides, 
the quality of not interfering with the 
digestive apparatus, even though eaten 
exclusively for months at a time. It is 
the active principle of all animal food 
and the developing energy of all em­ 
bryonic lifo. 
The method Professor Lilienfeld fol­ 
lowed to produce this artificial albumen 
has not been made public, but it is un­ 
derstood that the chemical combination 
is phenol, amydo-acetic acid and phos- 
pho-ehlorio oxide. He demonstrated its 
identity with natural albumen by sev­ 
eral of the well known reaction testa 
Albumen agrees with the stomach be­ 
cause it contains so many of the ele­ 
ments that the secretions are not ex­ 
hausted in converting it into tissue 
cells. It is this quality that makes it 
possible to eat albumen day after day 
for months without causing distress to 
the stomach. 
By a laboratory process a quantity of 
albumen compressed into a cube slight­ 
ly Jess than an inch through would con­ 
tain four times as much nourishment as 
a juicy lamb chop. The same size cube 
of albumen would be equal to an egg in 
sustaining quality. It would contain 
six times as much as a loaf of baker's 
white bread. 
Should artificial albumen prove all 
that is claimed for it there is no reason 
to believe that man would find it neces­ 
sary or desirable to live on it exclusive­ 
ly. 
In fact, his appetite woald most 
likely object This is one of the in­ 
stances where science cannot overcome 
nature, but artificial albumen, as an 
accompaniment of starchy and sugary 
foods, together with a little acid, would 
be a boon to mankind. And if necessity 
called for it albumen exclusively woulc 
sustain life for a long time—at least a 
year longer than any other exclusive 
food would. 
Scientists all over the 
world are taking a deep interest in Pro­ 
fessor Lilienfeld’s discovery. All feel 
that it is possible to make albumen from 
coal tar. 
And when the wonders of 
"synthetical” chemistry are considered 
there is no need of surprise. 
On the subject of chemical synthesis 
the entire chemical world is aroused, 
and scores of laboratories in Germany 
and elsewhere are actively experiment­ 
ing, for discoveries along these lines 
have enormous commercial possibilities 
in them. Substances that hitherto have 
been produced only by processes of na­ 
ture are now "built up” in the labo­ 
ratories with great exactness, meeting 
every test. 
What is more, they can be 
made in this way at far less cost than 
they can be taken from some plant, fre­ 
quently a rare one. The essential ele­ 
ment, the extract, instead of being dis­ 
tilled or yielded to some complicated 
method of treatment, is made up in the 
reverse way—working backward, as it 
were.—Chicago Tribune.

As the younger one 
of twins tins seemed hopeless until the 
hunger of Esau and his contempt for the 
birthright of succession gave a chance 
to Jacob to drive a crafty bargain and 
secure the coveted position.

The social bacteria, which find and have 
found ample scope foi developing their 
evil work on less healthy bodies, can 
find no hold on China. 
The country 
thrives and its people multiply in an 
extraordinary degree. They are over 
flowing into all contiguous countries, 
and it is not too mach to say, in spite 
of all our native prejudice, that they 
are benefiting those countries indirectly 
by so doing. 
Who can foretell which oountrien 
they will inhabit by sheer passive in­ 
sistency in, say, 200 or 800 years?

The Chinese as a race are the most 
ooiisorvative people on the globe, as 
their history proves. 
They argue that 
their ways of life are the best possible 
ways, seeing that their chief concern 
lies in securing the happiness of the in­ 
dividual on earth and the welfare of the 
state, says a writer in The National 
Review. War is held in abhorrence by 
them, aud they are more truly Chria 
tians in this respect, practically aud not 
theoretically, than the Christians them­ 
selves. 
The Chinaman is a man of no 
ideals; that which he is taught to be­ 
lieve is right he practices and remains 
faithful to it. We can see that people of 
other nations, when they enter a foreign 
country, gradually assimilate their life, 
type, creed aud language to those pecu 
liar to that country, and proportionally 
so to the length of their stay. On the 
other hand, once a Chinaman, always a 
Chinaman. 
In the course of their long history 
they have often lost their independence, 
but never yet have they proved faithless 
to their national traditions. 
China 
stands essentially the same at the pres­ 
ent as she was in the past, but where 
are those 20 invading nations who con 
quered China one after the other? They 
have, 
themselves 
unstable, 
become 
merged into the immutable Chinese. It 
is a triumph of passivity over activity. 
Rome could not resist the hordes of 
Alario, because time had proved that 
the foundations of their empire were 
built on the sands. The empire of China 
is built on the rock and has weathered 
as many storms as the present Eddy­ 
stone lighthouse. Barbaric hordes have 
rushed over her—barbarians, too, such 
as Rome never saw—but nevertheless 
China stands today, and where are they? 
The social bacteria, which find and have 
found ample scope fox developing their 
evil work on less healthy bodies, can 
find no hold on China. 
The country 
thrives and its people multiply in an 
extraordinary degree. 
They are over 
flowing into all contiguous countries, 
and it is not too much to say, in spite 
of all our native prejudice, that they 
are benefiting those countries indirectly 
by so doing. 
Who can foretell which countries 
they will inhabit by sheer passive in­ 
sistency in, say, 200 or 300 years? Aud 
nothing will be able to stop them. For 
in spite of the spasmodic activity of 
Eurasia, in spite of her navies, armies, 
prohibitions and general fuss aud bother 
China stands and will stand. 
History 
prophesies so, for from the past we may 
judge the future.

Bow the Manufacture ef Tin Flute Ie 
Progressing In America. 
Thanks to the McKinley tariff law, 
the manufacture of.tin plate was be­ 
gun in the United States some years 
ago. The production for the first half 
year, from July 
I to Dec. 31, 
1891, 
amounted to 2,236,743 pounds. The in­ 
dustry grew, despite the dull times 
which were the result of the Wilson 
law, and has been very prosperous 
within the 
past 
year. 
The output 
for the first six months of the present 
year 
is 388,468.301 
pounds, 
or 178 
times as much as for the six months 
of its begining, seven years ago. 
Prior to 1891, all the tin plate used 
in this country was imported. 
The 
annual import was about 700,000,000 
pounds. 
Making proper alowance for 
the increased use, we now consume 
probably 720,000,000 pounds a year. At 
the rate of production for the past six 
months our tin plate Industry has now 
grown so that we produce all that we 
consume. 
If the industry is to con­ 
tinue to grow, we must find a foreign 
market for it 
Already the manufacturers are seek­ 
ing these outside markets. Within the 
past six months we have done our first 
exporting—20,827 pounds, worth $962. 
This is a small beginning; but it was a 
small beginning we made seven years 
ago, and now it has grown to supply 
our home market, and saved $20,000,- 
000 a year. 
We paid that much to 
foreign tin plate manufacturers, which 
is now paid to American workingmen. 
Do you remember the ridicule which

The in­ 
dustry grew, despite the dull tim es 
which were the result of the W ilson 
law, and has been very prosperous 
w ithin the 
past 
year. 
The output 
for the first six m onths of the present 
year 
is 359,468,301 
pounds, 
or 178 
tim es as much as for the six months 
of its begin lug, seven years ago. 
Prior to 1891, all the tin plate used 
in this country was imported. 
The 
annual im port was about 700,000,000 
pounds. 
Making proper alowance for 
the increased use, we now consume 
probably 720,000,000 pounds a year. At 
the rate of production for the past six 
m onths our tin plate industry has now 
grown so th at we produce all that we 
consume. 
If the industry is to con­ 
tinue to grow, we m ust find a foreign 
m arket for it. 
Already the m anufacturers are seek­ 
ing these outside m arkets. W ithin the 
past six m onths we have done our first 
exporting—20,827 pounds, worth $962. 
This is a small beginning: but it was a 
small beginning we made seven years 
ago, and now it has grown to supply 
our home m arket, and saved $20,000,- 
000 a year. 
We paid that much to 
foreign tin plate m anufacturers, which 
is now paid to American workingmen. 
Do you remember the ridicule which

^ Topic. — “Patriotism Pa. xxxiii, 
i->>. 
Blessed is the nation whose God is the Lev d 
and the people whom He hath chosen for His 
own inheritance.*’—pg. xxxiii, 12. 
The God of the American nation is 
the Lord, and lie hath blessed it. Since 
the days of God’s chosen people no peo­ 
ple have had such evidences of God s 
special favor and blessing as the Ameri­ 
can people. The hand of God can be 
clearly seen in the history of our be­ 
loved coml try from the day of its* dis­ 
covery until the present moment. He 
hath clearly chosen us for ms own in­ 
heritance. God has blessed us with 
many blessings. One of the greatest of 
these blessings is a God given patriot­ 
ism. American patriotism is of a high 
and lofty character. The country seems 
to have a peculiar power of inspiring 
the intensest love and devotion of its 
citizens. 
A study of a few of the characteris­ 
tics of this patriotism will prove that 
this is true and show that it is one of 
God’s choicest blessings to the Ameri­ 
can nation. 
1. It is a patriotism that pervades all 
classes. The development of classes is 
one of the greatest dangers that con­ 
fronts a republic, but so long as all 
classes fervently love the nation and are 
willing to make heroic sacrifices for it 
this danger is not present. To the pres­ 
ent time at least this has been true. In 
the trying times of a foreign war rich 
and poor alike have proved their patriot­ 
ism. 
Wealtny, aristocratic, educated 
Hamilton Fish gave his life for his 
country just as willingly as the poorest 
and most ignorant volunteer, and this 
is but.an illustration of what has been 
universally true. May it always be so! 
2. It is a patriotism that pervades ail 
sections. The war with Spain has for­ 
ever destroyed all sectional feeling. A 
patriotic sou of the south was the first 
American soldier to shed his life’s blood 
on Cuban soil. In every way the south 
has shown its loyalty and devotion to 
the flag. The word “ rebel” is forever 
obsolete in the American vocabulary. 
There is one country, one flag, one pa­ 
triotism—the greatest blessing that has 
come to us as a result of the war. 
8. It is a patriotism that pervades all 
nationalities. Our nation is young. It 
has been populated by all nationalities. 
Our national existence depended upon 
our ability to assimilate these various 
nationalities and to make them first 
Americans, and then English, Germans 
or French. Had we not been able to do 
this, instead of having one great Amer­ 
ican nation we would have had a coun­ 
try made up of a little England, a little 
Germany and a little France. Under 
the blessing of God this work has been 
done. No matter from what nation we 
may have come we are Americans first 
and Americans all. 
4. It is a religious patriotism—a pa­ 
triotism that sees the hand of God in 
the destiny of nations, and that ac­ 
knowledges His leadership and that 
looks upon patriotism itself as a reli­ 
gious duty, solemnly owed to God Him­ 
self.

The 
rate for “money,” or for loanable cap­ 
ital, has instantly yielded, as it could 
not when the fear of going to a six 
r 
basis and the steady issue of silver- 
token currency shook confidence in 
our circulating medium. 
With a gold basis established, the 
gold of the world is drawn upon at 
command. 
With a silver basis near, 
gold went abroad, and in the fiscal 
year ending in June, 1894, with a fa­ 
vorable trade balance, or excess of 
merchandise exports, of $237,145,950, 
there were net gold exports of $4,528,- 
942; in 1895, with a trade balance of 
$75,668,200, net gold exports were $30,- 
083,721; and in 1896. with a trade bal­ 
ance of $102,882,264, there were net 
gold exports of $78,884,882. 
In all, a 
trade balance in three years In favor 
of this country of $415,496,412 under 
the silver cloud was accompanied by 
net gold exports of $113,497,545. 
In 1896 the gold standard was es­ 
tablished and in two fiscal years end­ 
ing last June there has been a net 
gold import of $149,638,483, with a fa­ 
vorable trade balance, or excess of 
merchandise exports, 
of $901,587,935, 
while the gold product of $120,000,000 
in the same two fiscal years has re­ 
mained in the country. In two years 
this has expanded the currency in cir­ 
culation $200,000,000, and 
the 
total 
aggregate of money in and out of the 
treasury has increased on a still larger 
scale. 
But business has grown even fasten 
For eight months of this year the vol­ 
ume of exchanges has been $43,622,- 
000,000, 
against 
$34,788,000,000 
in 
eight months last year, a gain of one- 
fourth. Even in August, a midsummer 
month, clearings were $5,592,000,000, 
far beyond any previous month. More 
business called for 
more 
currency. 
The lack of currency in the New York 
banks advanced the rate of money, 
and instantly, like an automatic ma­ 
chine, gold imports begin, and the cur­ 
rency, since it rests on a gold stand­ 
ard, expands “to meet the needs of 
trade.”

Gold imports are now in progress to 
the amount of some $6,000,000 up to 
last week and others are expected. The 
rate for “money,” or for loanable cap­ 
ital, has instantly yielded, as it could 
not when the fear of going to a six 
r 
basis and the steady issue of silver- 
token currency shook confidence in 
our circulating medium. 
With a gold basis established, the 
gold of the world is drawn upon at 
command. 
With a silver basis near, 
gold went abroad, and in the fiscal 
year ending in June, 1894, with a fa­ 
vorable trade balance, or excess of 
merchandise exports, of $237,145,950, 
there were net gold exports of $4,528,- 
942; in 1895, with a trade balance of 
$75,568,200, net gold exports were $30,- 
083,721; and in 1896, with a trade bal­ 
ance of $102,882,264, there were net 
gold exports of $78,884,882. 
In all, a 
trade balance in three years in favor 
of this country of $415,496,412 under 
the silver cloud was accompanied by 
net gold exports of $113,497,545. 
In 1896 the gold standard was es­ 
tablished and in two fiscal years end­ 
ing last June there bas been a net 
gold import of $149,638,483, with a fa­ 
vorable trade balance, or excess of 
merchandise exports, 
of $901,587,935, 
while the gold product of $120,000,000 
in the same two fiscal years has re­ 
mained in the country. 
In two years 
this has expanded the currency in cir­ 
culation $200,000,000, and 
the 
total 
aggregate of money in and out of the 
treasury has increased on a still larger 
scale. 
But business has grown even fasten 
For eight months of this year the vol­ 
ume of exchanges has been $43,622,- 
000,000, 
against 
$34,788,000,000 
in 
eight months last year, a gain of one- 
fourth. Even in August, a midsummer 
month, clearings 
were $5,592,000,000, 
far beyond any previous month. More 
business called for 
more 
currency. 
The lack of currency in the New York 
banks advanced the rate of money, 
and instantly, like an automatic ma­ 
chine, gold imports begin, and the cur­ 
rency, since it rests on a gold stand­ 
ard, expands “to meet the needs of 
trade.”

is not helped by high prices for wool.

In spite of the combination of 
valley producers who now propose a 
joint selling agency a t Pittsburg, sales 
run a little below their fixed figures, 
$10.40 being quoted at Pittsburg and

MORE SPANISH TROOPS. 


They Send R einforcem ents to Phlllpplnoe 
to F ight tho Insurgent*. 


W ashington, Oot.8.—Admiral Dewey 
has cabled the navy department that he 
has been advised that a number of 
Spanish troops have arrived at Singa­ 
pore bound for the Philippines to rein 
force the Spanish garrison at Uoilo, on 
the island of Panay. At this place is 
concentrated about all that remains of 
the Spanish army of occupation of the 
Philippines outside of the few troops 
on the island of Luzon. In dispatch­ 
ing troops from Spain to the islands, 
the Spanish government has raised the 
direct question as to the right to rein 
force troops now engaged in active hos 
tilities with the isurgent forces. 
The weight of opinion here is that 
this action is permissible and does not 
constitute a breach of the terms of the 
protocol suspending hostilities. 
A good 
deal, however, may depend on whether 
the Spaniards confine themselves to a 
defensive position or undertake to carry 
on an offensive war against the insur­ 
gents. The cabinet today gave some 
consideration to this subject, which in 
the end is likely to be left to the dispo 
aition of the peace commission.

In spite of the combination of 
valley producers who now propose a 
joint selling agency at Pittsburg, sales 
run a little below their fixed figures, 
$10.40 being quoted at Pittsburg and 
$9.25 for Grey forge. But tho consum­ 
ing demand is remarkably heavy aud 
large contracts this week cover 3,000 
tons structural iron at Chicago, 8,000 
tons for Boston, 2,000 tons snip plates 
at Cleveland and a heavy demand for 
bars, the Pennsylvania railroad requir­ 
ing 2,500 cars and the Northwestern 
2,000. 
Wheat has been declining a little 
with foreign reports somewhat more 
favorable as to European crops, and yet 
the actual snipments have been 3,686,- 
947 bushels, floor included, for the 
week, against 4,468,954 bushels for the 
corresponding week last year.

C a n t o n , O., Oct. 8.—George D. Sax- 
ton, a brother of Mrs. William McKin­ 
ley, has been shot dead in front of the 
residence of Mrs. Eva B. Althouse, 
widow of the late George Althouse, 319 
Lincoln avenue, where he is presumed 
to have gone to make a call. Five shots 
were tired, three of which entered his 
body, and Mrs. Anna C. George has 
been placed under arrest on suspicion of 
the murder. 
Saxton was unconscious when neigh­ 
ing* a rriv e d to investigate the cause of 
the shooting, and was dead when the 
physician and officers arrived, the for- 
mer having expressed the opinion that 
death was instantaneous, three bullets 
having entered the vital spots. 
His po­ 
sition indirated that he had been on the 
step to tho Althouse residence when the 
allots were tired. 
The body was taken to an undertak­ 
ing room and placed in charge of the 
coroner. Immediately after the autopsy 
it will be taken to the home of M. C. 
Barber, a brother in law, where Saxton, 
who was unmarried, made his home. 
Mr. Saxton left the Barber home, rid­ 
ing his bicycle, and this was the last 
seen of hun by his friends. 
The Alt- 
house home was dark and locked and 
the neighbors said Mrs. Althouse had 
not been at home for the past three 
days. 
Mrs. George is the divorced wife of 
Sample U. George, who formerly was a 
tenant of Saxton in his downtown busi­ 
ness block, conducting a dressmaking 
business. 
Her divorce was obtained in 
Dakota aud a proceeding later tiled in 
local courts by tile husband against 
Saxton charged that Saxton had sent 
her there to secure the divorce, the pro­ 
ceeding here being a suit for damages 
for the alleged alienation of the w ife’s 
affections. 
This case has been through all the in­ 
terim‘di.i to courts and was passed upon 
by the .state supreme court on an inter­ 
pleading aud tinnily remanded for hear­ 
ing on its merits here. 
Before this oc­ 
curred, and on Wednesday, a settlement 
was effected, Saxton paying George 
$1,825 on the claim set up of $2,000 for 
damages. Mrs. George has also had 
several cases against Saxton, claiming 
the detention of furnitnre, the defense 
of Saxton being that the articles were 
held for overdue rent in the rooms. 
Mrs. Althouse, in front of whose 
house the shooting occurred, several 
mouths ago began peace proceedings 
against Mrs. George, alleging that her 
life had been threatened. 
For some tune past Mrs. George has 
been liviug at 1516 West 
Tuscara­ 
was street, about five blocks away from 
where the tragedy occurred. 
Early in 
(the week she is said to have packed up 
her household 
effects 
and to have 
^hipped them to her m other’s nome at 
1 Hanoverton. 
Since her goods have 
been gone she has bern living at the 
rooms of Mrs. Jake Oberlin in the same 
house. 
. nile the officers were talking to 
Mrs. Oberlin after the tragedy, Mrs. 
(George was seen coming across a lot 
nearby. 
As she started to go around 
the honse to get in the back way she 
was put under arrest by the officers aud 
brought to police headquarters. 
When 
she was brought into the station she 
seemed to be self possessed. 
She was 
given a chair, and one of the officers 
took a small cape which she carried and 
placed it outlie table. 
Prosecuting Attorney Pomerent, who 
was present, asked her the question as 
to her whereabouts at the hour of the 
shooting. 
She answered in a perfectly calm and 
quiet tone: “ Pardon me, sir, I will 
talk when the proper time conies.” She 
then refused to answer farther ques­ 
tions. 
Mrs. George was taken into 
the 
women’s department aud an examina­ 
tion was made. 
Nothing was found on 
her. 
She was then locked up to await 
a hearing. 
It is common talk that Mrs. George 
made frequent threats to take Saxton’s 
life. Many of these threats are said to 
have been sent through the mails and 
the federal grand jury, sitting in Cleve­ 
land last fall, indicted her for alleged 
improper ase of the mails. Mrs. George 
gave bond and the indictm ent, so far as 
is known here, is still alive.

S t . P aul, Oct. 8.—Opinions differ as 
to the present status of the trouble with 
the Leech Lake 
Indians, but even 
though nothing more follows enough 
has happened to cause northwestern 
settlers to feel somewhat unsettled in 
their homes for some time to come. 
There is something of a panic in most 
of the small settlements near Walker, 
that being the center of the Leech 
Lake district, and the men in the lum­ 
ber camps in that vicinity have quit 
work and are either in or on their way 
to Walker. The teachers in the Indian 
schools and others about the agency 
have also thought it well to change 
their location for the .present. 
There have been some sensational 
stories from that region, but they do not 
seem to be well founded. 
General Bacon has returned from 
Bear island or the mainland near there, 
where Wednesday’s fight occurred, to 
Walker bringing with him all of the 
first detachment of troops, the dead 
and wounded having been sent in first 
and brought down to Fort Snelling. 
Governor Clough will send a battery 
of artillery of the national guard to 
Case lake to protect the residents of that 
locality. 
Official dispatches from Walker an­ 
nounce 
six 
soldiers killed 
and ll 
wounded in the battle with the Indians. 
Number of Indians killed impossible to 
estimate. 
They have now scattered in 
their canoes to the various islands in 
this section. 
W a s h i n g t o n , Get. 
8 .— Reports re­ 
ceived by the officials of the war and 
interior departments from the Indian 
outbreak art; of a reassuring character 
aud they now feel that the uprising 
may be regarded as over. 
General 
Bacon, who has charge of affairs in the 
department of which he is in command, 
will remain a t Walker for the present 
aud this, it is hoped, will have a quiet­ 
ing effect on the citizens of the sur­ 
rounding country w ho#have felt that 
they were in danger from the redskins. 
Steps will be taken to have an investi­ 
gation made with a view to fixing the 
responsibility among the Indians tor 
their stand against the government. 
The following dispatch was received 
from General Bacon: 
“ Arrived here with my detachment 
iii good condition, the killed aud badly 
wounded having been ^nipped to Fort 
Snelling.

to the fight. En route here, other 
Chippewa bauds displayed white flags 
along the lake shore. 
Much talk here 
of general Indian outbreak. 
“ Will ascertain facts aud report later. 
Find Colonel Bai bach at this place with 
200 men, Third infantry. 
Will remain 
myself and keep troops here awaiting 
developments. 
“ Regret exaggerated 
rumors pub­ 
lished resulting from my inability to 
communicate, 
tiave Doon in no danger 
of massacre and need uo reinforce­ 
ments. 
Colonel Harbach’s coming was 
good in sending out boats.” 
The following reassuring dispatch has 
been received by Indian Commissioner 
Jones from Gus ll. Beaniieu, a well­ 
known Chippewa Indian, 
who has 
transacted 
considerable business for 
that baud in Washington: 
“Not more than 26 or 30 Indians en­ 
gaged in theoutbreak. Chiefs Gay wucbe 
VV ay hinting and Macheguhbow. both of 
Bear island, aud 
Wahbuuumiee of 
Leech Lake village, doing all in their 
power to suppress the outbreak. 
Chief 
Flatmouth has arrived at Leeoh Lake 
village with a large number of follow­ 
ers and is strongly opposing the out­ 
break. 
White Earth, Red I .ake aud 
Millee Lac Indians not affected. Think 
there will be no general uprising.’ ’

PRESIDENT80 CABLED COMMISSION

W a s h i n g t o n , Get. 8 .—President Mc­ 
Kinley has cabled the United States 
military commission at Porto Rico that 
the island must be evacuated by the 
beauish forces on or before Get. 18 and 
that the Spanish commissioners be so 
im formed. 
In case o f the failure of 
the Spaniards to complete the evacua­ 
tion by that date the United States 
commissioners are directed to take pos­ 
session of aud exercise all of the func­ 
tions of government and in case it ii 
found to be impossible to secure trans­ 
portation for the Spanish troops by Oct. 
18, t hey may be permitted to go into 
tempoiary quarters until transports can 
be hecured to take them to Spain. 
This fact was developed at the cabi­ 
net meeting, and it was also stated that 
from this time forward a more vigorous 
policy would be pursued with respect to 
the evacuation of Cuba. 
The president 
has notified the United States evacua­ 
tion commission at Havana that the 
Spaniards would be expected to have 
evacuated the island by Dec. I, with a 
strong intimation that in case of failure 
tim United States would brook no fu r­ 
ther delay, bat immediately thereafter 
take possession of the government. 
At tile cabinet meeting two telegrams 
wer*» read from General Otis, at Manila, 
stating that the Spanish government 
had requested that General Jandenesbe 
permitted to return to Spain, where, it 
is understood, he will be called before a 
court of inquiry to answer certain 
charges affecting his management of 
aff airs iii connection with the surrender 
of Manila. 
General Otis was authorized to per­ 
mit the Spanish general to leave, to­ 
gether with several other Spanish offi­ 
cers, who aroon the sick list.

In the H ope of Devilling Some Plan Better 
Than T hat Now In O peration—Officers 
Presented 
Their 
Reporte— A

Contrary to all expectations the board 
of health held a meeting last night, but 
did nothing beyond diseasing the gar 
bage question. 
There were present at the meeting 
Members Haines, Kerr, Keffer and An 
drews, and in the absence of Mayor 
Bough the chair was filled bv Vice Pres 
ident Keffer. The qrinutes of the last 
meeting were read and approved and 
the report of Health 
Officer Ogden 
showed 22 births and IS deaths daring 
the month. For the first time in the 
history of the city among the causes of 
death appears the following: "Rabies 
I.” 
There was one case of typhoid 
fever reported 
Sanitary Officer Burgess served 125 
verbal notices to property owners to 
clean up their premises and also buried 
eight dead dogs and five cats. 
The salaries of Doctor Ogden $25 and 
Sanitary Officer Burgess $50 were signed 
by the finance committee and referred 
to council for payment. 
Mr. Keffer then stated that he had 
listened to numerous Complaints from 
Oliver Bnrford stating that the stench 
arising from the dump at the foot of 
Fourth street was almost unbearable 
and he requested that action be taken 
at once. 
The matter was discussed at length, 
and finally Mr. Kerr suggested that the 
city purchase a boat, dump the garbage 
on it aud then run it out into the middle 
of the river and throw the refuse over­ 
board. Health Officer Ogden thought 
this would he a good idea aud the 
garbage could he thrown into the river 
©very day. 
Mr. Andrews made a motion that a 
committee of three be appointed to in­ 
vestigate the matter and report at the 
next meeting. 
Sanitary Officer Burgess stated that 
the plan would not work as the law 
prohibited throwing garbage in the 
river, hut nevertheless the motion was 
passed, and Messrs. Andrews, Haines 
and Kerr appointed to look after the 
matter.

The announcement that in 33 years, 
exactly one generation hence, the hu­ 
man race on this globe will be brought 
face to face with starvation would not 
be credited if made by any less authori­ 
ty than Sir William Crookes of Lon­ 
don, a scientist of worldwide reputa­ 
tion. But that, iii substance, is the as­ 
tonishing text which Professor Crookes 
chose for his opening address as presi­ 
dent of the British Association For the 
Advancement of Science recently. 
By the most careful calculation he 
estimates that in 1931 the population of 
the world will have so increased that 
the wheat supply will be insufficient to 
furnish human 
beings with 
bread. 
There is of course the possibility that 
unforeseen plagues and wars may so 
devastate the earth within the next few 
years as to putoff the threatened famine 
for some years. But even then it is like­ 
ly to occur within the lifetime of mil­ 
lions of people now living. 
Leading men of science in America 
have been deeply impressed by Professor 
Crookes’ announcement. Dr. Rudolph 
A. Witthaus of New York, professor of 
chemistry in Cornell Medical college, 
says: 
‘‘I should accept Professor Crookes' 
prediction of the exhaustion of the 
world’s wheat supply as reliable. He is 
not likely to make a precipitate state­ 
ment. 
He has undoubtedly arrived at 
his conclusion after a most careful cal­ 
culation. M Dr. Witthaus then points 
out that this may hasten the making of 
artificial foods by chemical means, 
along the line of Dr. Lilienfeld’s recent 
discoveries in the making of albumen. 
Nikola Tesla, the distinguished elec­ 
trician, tells of another way in winch 
the food supply of the world may be 
artificially increased. It is by convert­ 
ing the nitrogen of the air into ferti­ 
lizer by electrical means aud applying 
this substance to enrich the wornout 
Wheatfields of the world. 
Niagara 
Falls, he suggests, presents the best op­ 
portunity for solving this great human 
problem, for here is where the wonder­ 
ful electrical process of making ferti­ 
lizer out of the air can he done the 
cheapest, owing to the almost unlimited 
power which nature has here supplied. 
Nitrate of soda can be produced by 
this means for $25 a ton. A ton of this 
substance is sufficient to feitilize from 
five to ten acres, according to the charac­ 
ter of the soil. 
This woald make the 
fields yield under proper cultivation aud 
irrigation SO bushels per acre, which 
is now the average yield of the best vir­ 
gin Wheatfields of the Red River valley 
in North Dakota aud Minnesota. 
Niko­ 
la Tesla states that the extracting of 
fertilizer from the inexhaustible source 
of the atmosphere is perfectly feasible. 
AU that is necessary is the construction 
of a proper electrical plant to pat into 
operation a process that has already 
beeu successfully done on a small soale 
in the laboratory. 
The actual manner of making nitrates 
would be the erection of a large electric 
plant, with a tall metallic chimney. 
This would not be for carrying off 
smoke, ou account of water power sup­ 
plying the mechanical force, but in this 
great chimney nature’s thunderstorms 
would be reproduced. At the foot of it 
would be a powerful electric ooil and 
over it a high alternating oscillator. 
From this would extend upward in the 
middle of the chimney a large copper 
wire like a lightning rod. 
When the 
high alternating our rent ia turned on, a 
most wonderful phenomenon would take 
place. 
The interior of the chimney 
would be like a mass of electric fire or 
glowing phosphorus. 
Out of this intense chemical action 
the nitrogen of the atmosphere would 
be condensed aud torm at the bottom of 
the chimney in the form of nitric acid, 
to be drawn off like molten metal from 
a retort. This liquid could easily be re­ 
duced into salts, the form most useful 
in applying for fertilizer. If all the sur­ 
plus water power of the world were em­ 
ployed in this way, it is estimated that 
sufficient fertilizer could be made to 
forever keep the Wheatfields of the 
world productive aud enable even the 
oldest and moat densely populated coun­ 
tries to raise their own food supplies. 
Whnat takes up the largest proportion 
of nitrates from the soil, and conse­ 
quently makes the most nourishing ni­ 
trogenous grain food. 
It is a singular coincidence that al­ 
most at the same time that Professor 
Orookes arrived at the alarming calcu- 
j 
lation that the human race had almost 
reached the limit of population of the 
world, owing to failure of food supply, 
another great scientist should discover 
how to make food directly from mineral 
substances! Professor Lilienfeld of Vi­ 
enna announced to tho professional 
tvorld a few weeks ago that he oould 
make albumen in a laboratory. 
It has always been believed hitherto 


that albumen coma ce proauctu omy in 
nature’s laboratory by the vegetable 
world. It then becomes the essential 
nourishing element of all human and 
animal foods. The purest form in which 
it appears is in the white of an egg. 
But Professor Lilienfeld went through 
the operation of producing albumen 
from coal tar before an assembly of 
physicians and scientists, and no one of 
the company had the least doubt that 
the result was all that was claimed for 
it. The raw product was a dark brown 
powder, with a taste almost identical 
to egg albumen. 
The importance of this discovery is 
I most beyond estimate. Artificial albu­ 
men at a low cost will most surely rev­ 
olutionize the method of food produc­ 
tion for the entire world and render 
possible many things that are now im­ 
passible. An ounce of pure albumen has 
about 20 times the nourishing power of 
the same weight of meat. It will nearly 
equal a peck of potatoes and has, besides, 
the quality of not interfering with the 
digestive apparatus, even though eaten 
exclusively for months at a time. It is 
the active principle of all animal food 
and the developing energy of all em­ 
bryonic life. 
The method Professor Lilienfeld fol­ 
lowed to produce this artificial albumen 
bas not been made public, but it is un­ 
derstood that the chemical combination 
is phenol, amydo-acetic acid and phos- 
pho-chloric oxide. He demonstrated its 
identity with natural albumen by sev­ 
eral of the well known reaction tests. 
Albumen agrees with the stomach be­ 
cause it contains so many of the ele­ 
ments that the secretions are not ex­ 
hausted in converting it into tissue 
cells. It is this quality that makes it 
possible to eat albumen day after day 
tor months without causing distress to 
the stomach. 
By a laboratory process a quantity of 
albumen compressed into a cube slight­ 
ly Jess than an inch through would con­ 
tain four times as much nourishment as 
a juicy lamb chop. The same size cube 
of albumen would be equal to an egg in 
sustaining quality. 
It would contain 
six times as much as a loaf of baker’s 
white bread. 
Should artificial albumen prove all 
that is claimed for it there is no reason 
to believe that man would find it neces­ 
sary or desirable to live on it exclusive­ 
ly. 
In fact, his appetite would most 
likely object. This is one of the in­ 
stances where science cannot overcome 
uature, but artificial albumen, as an 
accompaniment of starchy and sugary 
foods, together with a little acid, would 
be a boon to mankind. And if necessity 
called for it albumen exclusively would 
sustain life for a long time—at least a 
year longer than any other exclusive 
food would. 
Scientists all over the 
world are taking a deep interest in Pro 
fessor Lilienfeld’s discovery. All feel 
that it is possible to make albumen from 
coal tar. 
And when the wonders of 
"synthetical” chemistry are considered 
there is no need of surprise. 
On the subject of chemical synthesis 
the entire chemical world is aroused, 
and scores of laboratories in Germany 
and elsewhere are actively experiment 
ing, for discoveries along these lines 
have enormous commercial possibilities 
in them. Substances that hitherto have 
beeu produced only by processes of au­ 
tore are uow "built ap” in the labo­ 
ratories with great exactness, meeting 
every test. 
VV list is more, they can be 
made in this way at far less cost than 
they can be taken from some plant, fre­ 
quently a rare Ona The essential ele­ 
ment, the extract, instead of being dis­ 
tilled or yielded to some complicated 
method of treatment, is made up in the 
reverse way—working backward, as it 
were. —Chicago Tribune.

LYDDITE SHELLS. 


T h e i r T e r r i b l e Effect* on Som e Men 
In nm Ir o n M osque In O m ilu rn ia n . 
Herr Neufeld, iii a published inter­ 
view, gives a striking account of the 
terrible »Heats of the 
lyddite shells 
thrown by the British artillery into 
Omdurman. He says that 118 men were 
assembled in an iron mosque beside the 
M ahdi’s tomb. 
A lyddite shell fell 
among them, leaving only 12 alive. 
Lyddite is manufactured from the prin­ 
cipal ingredient of coal tar oils, carbolic 
acid. This is treated with nitric acid, 
the resulting product being picric acid, 
a terribly explosive substance. 
The 
powers of picric acid were well known, 
but difficulties of handling prevented 
its use until the inventors of lyddite 
solved the problem by fusing it and so 
increasing its power tenfold. 
There 
were many risks, but they were over­ 
come, and fused picric acid, or lyddite. 
(^n now be easily bandied. 
Burned 
openly, lyddite vanishes quickly, with 
a bright flame, but without violent ex­ 
plosion. 
It is only when confined and 
exploded by detonation that its destruc­ 
tive powers are exhibited. 
The shell in which it is packed for 
bombarding purposes is a fairly long, 
conical one. 
It hus a very thick base, 
to obviate danger of explosion from the 
concussion of firing, and carries its fuse 
hole at the nose. 
When the shell is 
fired anti arrives at its destination, the 
lyddite explodes with an action so vio­ 
lent as to destroy adjacent objects more 
thoroughly and for a larger area round 
than any other explosive known, weight 
for weight. 
So terrible are its effects 
that during the trials at Lydd—from 
which place the explosive takes its name 
—no person was allowed within an area 
of 800 yards from the point at which 
the projectile was to burst. Within 400 
yards so violent were the vibrations 
produced by the explosion of a large 
shell that rnuny solid objects, such as 
masses of masonry, were reduced to 
dust.—New York Post

When Hon. R. W. Tayler opened the 
campaign at Canton the other day he 
made what was probably the best speech 
of his life, an address which his many 
admirers will read with interest. 
It 
follow s: 
" It is indeed my friends a rem ark­ 
able campaign upon which we have 
entered. 
A year ago this great and 
peaceloving people was 
engaged 
in 
peachfnl pursuits. 
Today it is similarly 
engaged in the occupations of a peace 
pnrsning nation. 
Yet, 
within 
that 
short interval, which fifty years and 
five hundred years and one thonsand 
years ago was not enough time to carry 
on a brief campaign, we have fought 
aud won one of the greatest wars in all 
history. 
W hen the Roman eagle had 
been earned by the trium phant Roman 
leagons to the very limits of the known 
world, the proudest declaration of a 
citizen of that great empire was 'I am 
rn Roman citizen.' 
Tonight, more vig­ 
orously and more proudly than ever in 
oar history, each of us can say, ‘I am 
an 
American 
citizen.’ 
(Applause). 
Yet with what difference and broader 
meaning than the Roman could com­ 
prehend. 
"W e are proud of our country not 
alone because it is great and powerful, 
not alone because the valor, the virtue 
and the skill of our soldiers and sailors 
have been witnessed on both sides of 
the earth, not alone heoanse of the 
glories of Manila and Santiago. Those 
were things that appeal to Rome and 
always appeal to the barbarian. 
We 
are proudest of all of our country be­ 
cause in victory we can be bornane, be­ 
cause we do not set the heel upon the 
neck of the vanquished nor lead the 
conquered before the eyes of the victors 
as a spectacle to satisfy a savage bru­ 
tality. 
We are proud of our country 
because it can fight a fight for humanity 
and civization, and because it can pat 
the cause of hum anity and civilization 
before all else. 
And thus will we com­ 
mand and receive the respect of kings 
and kingdoms and merit the approval of 
Almighty God. 
(Applause.) 
Great 
and glorious was our country one hun­ 
dred and tw enty years ago when we 
taught to the world the lesson of free­ 
dom and self-government. Great aud 
glorious was our country thirty years 
ago when we taught to the world the 
lesson that on American soil no longer 
should shackles hind the limbs of slaves. 
(Applause.) 
But greater and more 
glorious is this year of grace when we 
teach the world the lesson that a great 
aud peaoe-loving nation in the cause of 
hum anity and civilization coaid pour 
out her blood aud her treasure in order 
that on the western continent no more 
shoald barbarism aud 
cruelty bring 


America knows the right and has the 
courage and the strength, and is swift 
to maintain that right. (Applause.) 


; 
"Y et, notwithstanding that we still 
have parties and party divisions, we still 
have party platforms and party con­ 
tests, and we have them this year, 
strange as it may seem. 
The Republi­ 
can party stands today as it has always 
stood, face to face with the public ques­ 
tions of the day. It has always had the 
courage of its convictions and always 
pointed to its records as a promise of 
w hat it would do. 
Did you ever know 
the Democratic party to point to its re­ 
cords as a foundation of what it would 
do? (Ones of ‘no, never,’ ‘not yet.’) 
The Democratic party is always large 
with promises. 
It is always telling 
what it will do, but notwithstanding 
that, it never points to its accomplish­ 
ments to justify its promises. 
It is ask* 
ins us to take it at its word—a word 
whioh it has never kept, so far as I know. 
(A voice, ‘It never will.’ Applause.) 
The Republica^ party is the party of 
progress; the Democratic party is the 
party of decay.

I speak not in 
platitudes, but only those things which 
come out of the constitution of the 
Democratic party because of the atti­ 
tude it takes upon public questions.

"My friends, the party in power is ai-1 
ways responsible for consequences. 
am not going to say that this was 
Republican war, for it was a war in 
which Republicans, Democrats and Pop­ 
ulists and everybody else, I think, par­ 
ticipated, as he thought the need was. 
Yet upon the administration, which 
chanced to be Republican, fell the re­ 
sponsibility for its management. And in 
the beginning, the administration was 
face to face with what I conceive to be 
the greatest responsibilities that this 
country has known.

declared the President of the United 
States sent thrilling under ocean and 
over land to Dewey the order to proceed 
at once to Manila and destroy or capture 
at once the Spanish fleet.

applause.) 
When the hour came there 
was plenty of swiftness and plenty of 
courage, aud when Dewey, thrilled by 
that imperative order steamed to Manila, 
he lost no time, but obeyed the order in 
letter and in spirit and on the night of 
May I the sun set on the pride and hope 
of the Spanish fleet. 
(Prolonged ap­ 
plause.) 
A new world opened to our 
eyes, and to the eyes of all the world, 
another world was opened; and from 
everywhere came the inquiry, what is 
this people that in the eastern seas bas 
thus projected themselves upon our 
vision? It was the American people,the 
hope of civilization, the beacon of 
humanity through whom by God’s help 
shall be planted the flag of civilization 
and humanity even in the eastern seas 
(Applause ) Quick following that came 
Santiago and Oervera’s fleet passed like 
the fleet in Manila harbor—to the bottom 
of the sea—and lo, the war was over. 
"W here will history find its equal? 
Where will we find a war propelled 
with such vigor; guided with such sa- 
! gacity; consummated with such speed, 
and fought by such brave soldiers and 
sailors? (Continuous applause). 
Look 
at the results. Free Cuba, Porto Rico, 
free—yea, better than free—part of the 
fabric 
of 
the 
American 
republic. 
(Cheers). 
"Another result: We have bridged 
the chasm between the north and the 
south. 
However much we may have 
thought we had done it, we have really 
done it now. 
And it is so in the philos­ 
ophy of things that where blood has 
separated two people never can they be 
reunited save by the sacrifice of blood ; ( 
and when on the island of Cuba, in the 
cause of freedom and humanity, the 
blood of the south mingled with the 
blood of the north, up went the glad 
cry—we are preserved for all time aud 
our people are once more as one. (Great 
applause). 
"B ut perhaps even better and greater 
and a mightier result than a1) is the fact 
that this war has developed upon a 
higher plane the spirit of patriotism. 
Today the name ofoor country thrills as 
it never thrilled before. 
Today the 
principles of oar existence as a country 
appeal to os as they never appealed be­ 
fore. 
Today the Stars and Stripes, 
waving in the breeze, thrill our hearts 
as they never thrilled before. 
And so 
long as that is true, so long as the 
American, looking upon that banner as 
it waves in the skies, feels that it is that 
of a great republic, we have said good 
bye to the red flag of anarchy and every­ 
thing that goes against civilization. Can 
we forget the vigor and the valor of our 
soldiers and our sailors ? Can we forget 
I the glories of Manila and Santiago, of !

The Chinese as a race ale the most 
conservative people on the globe, as 
their history proves. They argue that 
their ways of life are the best possible 
ways, seeing that their chief concern 
lies in securing the happiness of the in­ 
dividual on eartii aud the welfare of die 
state, says a writei in The National 
Review. War is held in abhorrence by 
them, aud they are mole truly Chris 
tunis in this respect, practically aud not 
theoretically, than the Christians them 
selves. 
The Chinaman is a man of no 
ideals; that which he is taught to be­ 
lieve is right he piactioes and remains 
faithful to it. We can see that people of 
other nations, when they enter u foreign 
country, gradually assimilate their life, 
type, creed aud language to those pecu­ 
liar to that country, aud proportionally 
so to tile length of their stay. Ga the 
ethel hand, once a Chinaman, always a 
Chinaman. 
In the course of their long history 
they have often lost their independence, 
but never yet have they proved faithless 
to their national traditions. 
China 
stands essentially the same at the pres­ 
ent as she was in the past, but where 
are those 20 invading nations who con­ 
quered China one after the other? They 
have, themselves 
unstable, 
become 
merged into the immutable Chinese. It 
is a triumph of passivity over activity. 
Home could not resist the hordes of 
Alario, because time bad proved tbut 
the foundations of their empire were 
built on the sands. The empire of Obiua 
is built on the rock and has weathered 
as many storms as the present Eddy­ 
stone lighthouse. Barbaric hordes have 
rushed over her—barbarians, too, such 
as Rome never saw—but nevertheless 
China stands today, aud where are they? 
The social bacteria, which find and have 
found ample scope foi developing their 
evil work on less healthy bodies, can 
find uo hold on Chiua. 
The country 
thrives and its people multiply in an 
extraordinary degree. They are over 
flowing into all contiguous countries, 
aud it is not too much to say, in spite 
of all our native prejudice, that they 
are benefiting those countries indirectly 
by so doing. 
Who can foretell which countries 
they will inhabit by sheer passive in­ 
sistency in, say. 200 or 300 years? Aud 
nothing will be able to stop them. For 
in spite of the spasmodic activity of 
Eurasia, in spite of her navies, armies, 
prohibitions and general fuss aud bother 
China stands and will stand.

Prior to 1891, all the tin plate used 
in this country was imported. 
The 
annual import was about 700,000,000 
pounds. 
Making proper alowance for 
the increased use, we now consume 
probably 720,000,000 pounds a year. At 
the rate of production for the past six 
months our tin plate industry has now 
grown so that we produce all that we 
consume. 
If the industry is to con­ 
tinue to grow, we must find a foreign 
market for it. 
Already the manufacturers are seek­ 
ing these outside markets. Within the 
past six months we have done our Aret 
exporting—20,827 pounds, worth $962. 
This Is a small beginning; but it was a 
jxuall beginning we made seven years 
ago, and now it has grown to supply 
our home market, and saved $20,000,- 
000 a year. 
We paid that much to 
foreign tin plate manufacturers, which 
is now paid to American workingmen. 
Do you remember the ridicule which 
the Democratic stumpers and papers 
heaped upon this Infant industry in 
1891? 
Do you recall their assertion 
that the factories were merely bluffs, 
for 
campaign 
purposes? 
That 
tin 
plate could not be made here? 
Recall 
them in the light of the facts seven 
years later, und you will wonder how 
any voter could have been so ignorant 


as to be deceived by such balderdash.—

Gold imports are now In progress to 
the amount of some $6,000,000 up to 
last week and others are expected. The 
rate for “money,” or for loanable cap­ 
ital, bas instantly yielded, as it could 
not when the fear of going to a sh 
r 
basis and the steady issue of silver- 
token currency shook confidence in 
our circulating medium. 
With a gold basis established, the 
gold of the world Is drawn upon at 
command. 
With a silver basis near, 
gold went abroad, and in the fiscal 
year ending in June, 1894, with a fa­ 
vorable trade balance, or excess of 
merchandise exports, of $237,145,950. 
there were net gold exports of $4,528,- 
942; in 1895, with a trade balance of 
$75,568,200, net gold exports were $30,- 
083,721; and in 1896, with a trade bal­ 
ance of $102,882,264, there were net 
gold exports of $78,884,882. 
In all, a 
trade balance in three years in favor 
of this country of $415,496,412 under 
the silver cloud was accompanied by 
net gold exports of $113,497,545. 
In 1896 the gold standard was es­ 
tablished and in two fiscal years end­ 
ing last June there bas been a net 
gold import of $149,638,483, with a fa­ 
vorable trade balance, or excess of 
merchandise exports, 
of $901,587,935, 
while the gold product of $120,000,000 
in the same two fiscal years has re­ 
mained in the country. 
In two year* 
this has expanded the currency in cir­ 
culation $200,000,000, and 
the 
total 
Aggregate of money in and out of the 
treasury has increased on a still larger 
scale. 
But business has grown even taste**. 
For eight months of this year the vol­ 
ume of exchangee has been $43,622,- 
000.000. 
against 
$34,788,000,000 
in 
eight months last year, a gain of one- 
fourth. Even in August, a midsummer 
month, clearings 
were 
$5,592,000,000, 
far beyond any previous month. More 
business called for 
more 
currency. 
The lack of currency in the New York 
banks advanced the rate of money, 
and Instantly, like an automatic ma­ 
chine, gold imports begin, and the cur­ 
rency, since it rests on a gold stand­ 
ard, expands “to meet the needs of 
trade."

Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, said in part: 
It eau do no good to disguise the fact 
that the large eastern advances on wool 
to be held tor higher prices has helped 
to retard the natural dec line in that 
product. 
While extraordinarily small 
sales, only 2,H H,300 pounds tor the 
Week at the^tbree chief markets, against 
14,387,000 last week, 7,003,800 in 
1890 
and 7,099,000 in 1892, indicate very lit­ 
tle demand at this time for manufac­ 
ture the truth is that demand for goods 
is not helped by high prices for wool. 
Tho iron industry stiil gains so rapidly 
that an unhealthy boom would seem to 
be rn progress, but for the peculiar con­ 
ditions. 
In spite of the combination of 
valley producers who now propose a 
joint selling agency a t Pittsburg, sales 
run a little below their fixed figures, 
$10.40 being quoted at Pittsburg and 
$9.25 for Grey forge. 
But the consum­ 
ing demand is remarkably heavy aud 
large contracts this week cover 8,000 
tons structural iron at Chicago, 8,000 
tons for Boston, 2,000 tons snip plates 
at Cleveland and a heavy dennand for 
bars, the Pennsylvania railroad requir­ 
ing 2,500 cars and the Northwestern
